In October of 2012, the 
Bracken County Homemak¬ 
ers embarked on a Family & 
Community Service Project 
that could possibly have an 
impact around the world. 

The Homemakers 

learned about a project en¬ 
titled “Heads at Ease” that 
had been founded by a Navy 
mom named Sue Lamberson 
of Tucson, Arizona. Lam¬ 
berson, founder of Heads 
at Ease, was inspired to 
begin the project from her 
stay aboard an aircraft car¬ 
rier, part of a family outreach 
program. During her stay 
on the aircraft carrier, she 
did not have a pillowcase 
on her bed, and she noticed 
that some service members 
actually laid their heads on a 
rolled up t-shirt. So in June 
of 2008, Sue made her son 
and his cube/mates each a 
patriotic pillowcase for their 
birthdays and to celebrate 
our country’s birthday. She 
returned home and decided 
to make pillowcases not only 
for her son in the Navy, but 
for a few other service men 
and women. Her first en¬ 
deavor was part of a group 
of women called Navy for 
Moms. 

In January of 2009, she 
adopted 55 soldiers in Af¬ 
ghanistan and shipped home¬ 
made pillowcases to them. 
Beginning in September of 
2009, Sue actually created 
her own organization, named 
it “Heads at Ease,” and set her 
group’s main goal to make 
pillowcases for the military 
and ship them around the 
world. She began to recruit 
family and friends all over 
the United States to assist 
her in the project which was 
growing by leaps and bounds. 
Her plan was to make just a 
few pillowcases, but three 
years later, she had sent out 
21,000 pillowcases through¬ 
out all branches of the mili¬ 
tary. Sue’s volunteers range 
in age from 8 to 100, all over 
the country. During the first 
two weeks of January 2013, 
Sue mailed 760 handcrafted 
pillowcases to various loca¬ 
tions around the world. 

“Heads at Ease” works 
to give each shipment of pil¬ 
lowcases a personal touch, 
with a love note stating, “Ev¬ 
ery stitch made with Love 
from Home—Putting our 
Heroes’ Heads at Ease” and 
the name of the seamstress. 
It is important to make sure 
there are no duplicates, and 
the pillowcases are usually 
made of a soft cotton, fea¬ 
turing bright, bold colors 
with eye-catching themes of 
nature, the seasons, animals, 
patriotism, sports, Ameri¬ 
cana, travel, and contem¬ 
porary themes. Beautiful 
contrasting or coordinating 
borders are added to further 
detail the pillowcase. 

Sue and her husband 
Ray Lamberson usually fund 
their project themselves or 
through donations. They 
ask for $1 per pillowcase, 
recalling the sacrifices of the 
“dollar a year” the Merchant 
Marines worked for during 
World War II. Sue is grateful 
for all who have sent money 
or sewn pillowcases. “Our 
troops need to know some¬ 
one cared enough about them 
to put in the time and effort 
to make them something 


beautiful and personal,” she 
stated. “We pray over the 
pillowcases before we send 
them, hoping it will help our 
troops be safe.” 

Local Bracken Coun- 
tians, Cathy Klaene and 
Phyllis Behymer of Augusta 
have been actively involved 
with the “Heads at Ease” 
Project for several years, and 
Cathy and Phyllis have both 
provided several pillowcases 
they have made. They con¬ 
tinue to be active in this proj¬ 
ect, and the homemakers are 
indebted to the information 
these ladies have shared. 

Bracken County Home¬ 
makers, with every club 
participating, handcrafted 
ninety-two pillowcases and 
donated money for postage. 
About thirty homemakers 
were involved in actually 
making the beautiful cases. 
The pillowcases have been 
shipped to the East Coast 
“Heads at Ease” liaison/vol¬ 
unteer in Lake Worth, FL, 
and they will be sent to one 
or two military units in mid 
February when additional 
troops are deployed. Home¬ 
makers will learn of the exact 
location after the shipment is 
mailed. 

Bracken County’s 

“Heads at Ease” Project has 
been very rewarding, and 
several homemakers have 
committed to making addi¬ 
tional cases. As a continu¬ 
ation of the homemakers’ 
2013 military project, per¬ 
sonal care/hygiene items and 
snack items will be collected 
for the service men and wom¬ 
en until March 1. Donations 
may be left at the extension 
office. You can learn more

Conclusion 
The libraries that attempt 
to preserve valuable documents 
often prize very highly these 
unassuming records of things 
and times long gone. These 
scrapbooks become, thus, 
a sort of unpuaned (sic), 
unbiased history of long past 
events. 

My scrapbooks, quite 
prophetically, leant toward 
poetry. I have just turned 
through one I made in 1902 
and have found more than a 
hundred standard poems that 
would be in any inclusive 
anthology of American and 
English poetry. 

Besides these, there are 
several hundred poems, good 
at the time they were written 
but now largely forgotten 

I mention this scrapbook 
in detail to remind you that 


the newspapers used to feature 
poetry, some of them having a 
double column once a week. 
That is where I got many of 
my gems. Newspapers today 
would feel somewhat cheap to 
print on their editorial page a 
poem that has become a part of 
our heritage; thus time passes. 

Not everyone who planned 
a scrapbook actually made one. 
In a shoebox were preserved 
all the valuables until they 
became yellow with age. I 
have visited in some quaint 
old homes on the outskirt of 
the Fidelity neighborhood 
in which I was entertained, 
really so, by being shown the 
poems, stories, jokes, pictures, 
cartoons that were to form 
the basis of a scrapbook that 
had never and will never take 
form. 

Treasured up for years, 
these bits of printing opened 
the big world to people who 
probably never wandered 
twenty miles beyond the 
hills by which they were 
surrounded.

The Many 
Names 
of God 


God is referred to by a variety of 
names in the Bible. His primary 
name in the Hebrew Bible or Old 
Testament is Yahweh, which derives 
from the Hebrew word to be. The 
Tetragrammaton (meaning four 
letters in Greek) YHWH is both the 
name of God and a description of his 
primacy: I am who am, or I am that I 
am, which might be interpreted as he 
whose essence is to exist. Other 
names for God in the Old Testament 
such as Elohim (meaning God as 
authority), El Shaddai (the 
Almighty), and Adonai (Master) are 
actually titles rather than names, and 
function to highlight various aspects 
of God’s divine nature. In the 
Kabbalistic tradition of Jewish 
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mysticism, God is considered to have 
72 names (derived from 72 letters) 
and it was thought by some that God 
created the world by an intricate 
manipulation and arrangement of 
these 72 letters or primary names, 
almost as if the letters of the alphabet 
are atoms with divine creative power. 
This idea reverberates throughout the 
Bible in a variety of passages where it 
is suggested that God’s word brings 
things into being. We have lost this 
sense of the creative power of 
language. People throw words around 
carelessly, even misusing the many 
names of God. So, perhaps we should 
always take care to honor with 
reverence the many names of God.

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Winter and early spring pruning tips

As spring approaches, 
many homeowners begin to 
think about their yard’s land¬ 
scape. The winter months 
can be damaging to trees and 
shrubs. To ensure healthy 
spring plants, homeown¬ 
ers may want to prune the 
trees and shrubs around their 
home. But do not just prune 
for the sake of pruning, make 
sure you have a valid reason 
for pruning before you be¬ 
gin. 

Pruning during the late 
winter months allows for the 
removal of damage caused 
by winter winds and precipi¬ 
tation. The wounds caused 
by pruning heal most quickly 
this time of year just as new 
growth is emerging on the 
plant. 

Pruning also allows re¬ 
moval of diseased, crowd¬ 
ed or hazardous branches. 
When pruning trees, the size 
of the tree does not need to 
be reduced too much in one 
season. Limit the pruning 
amount to one-fourth of the 
tree’s volume. Start by thin¬ 
ning out branches by cutting 
them off close to the tree’s 
trunk or a large limb. 

Leave the base of the 
branch, known as the collar, 
intact. Cutting the collar will 
prevent the plant from grow¬ 
ing over the wound caused 
from pruning. Pruning in this 
manner allows for a healthy 
tree that is more open to sun¬ 
light and air movement. If 
the branch is cut back only 
part way, there will likely be 
a crowded regrowth of new 
branches where the cut was 
made. Do not seal or paint 
the wounds resulting from 
pruning because this will 
only delay the tree’s healing 
process.

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shrubs, rejuvenation pruning 
may be needed, and the time 
to prune is fast approaching. 
The best time to prune these 
plants is right after they 
have fiowered. If the shrub 
is pruned before it blooms, 
the buds have been removed 
before their fiowers were en¬ 
joyed. When pruning is done 
after blooming, the fiowers 
will have been enjoyed, and 
the plant can recover, grow 
and produce more buds for 
fiowers next spring. 

Rejuvenation pruning 
removes one-third of the 
shrub’s oldest growth. This 
pruning entails selecting 
the thickest, darkest and un- 
healthiest stems or branch¬ 
es and cutting them back. 
Stems should be cut back to 
soil level and branches to the 
point of intersection with the 
shrub’s main trunk. This en¬ 
sures that only the youngest, 
most productive wood (that 
which produces the most/ 
best fiowers) remains a part 
of the shrub. Shrubs that will 
bloom during the summer 
months can also be pruned 
during the early spring. 

Pruning is not limited to 
a certain time of year. Ho¬ 
meowners can prune at any 
time if they notice branches 
and limbs that are damaged 
either from weather, disease 
or insects. Pruning is invigo¬ 
rating for the plants in a home 
landscape so one should not 
necessarily think of pruning 
as a means of size control. 
If you have a plant that has 
grown out-of-bounds, prun¬ 
ing may not be the answer 
- you may need to consider 
replacing the plant with one 
that will reach a smaller size 
at maturity.

Snow 
is one of those events that 
makes us exercise our gift of 
common sense, allowing us 
to know our limits whether 
playing in it or traveling 
through it out of necessity. 
So have fiin, enjoy the beauty, 
use common sense and if you 
still don’t like the snow, take 
comfort in knowing that the 
Ground Hog has predicted an 
early spring! 

Last week we talked 
about Bubble Wrap and the 
Brooksville Post Office has 
been installed with a “Bubble 
Wrap Bank” box where air 
packs and bubble wrap can 
be deposited or withdrawn 
at your convenience. Our 
research this week centered 
on Styrofoam that can be 
reused, but not recycled 
in our area. Even though 
Styrofoam is a registered 
trademark of the Dow 
Chemical Company, we call 
all the fiuffy, white material 
by that name. Styrofoam 
is Expanded Plastic Foam 
(EPS), and made its debut in 
WWII as material for fioating 
waterproof rafts; however, 
the uses for this plastic have 
greatly diversified since 
then. Daily we encounter 
everything from coffee cups 
to house insulation made 
from EPS and coffee cups 
alone are land filled at the 
rate of 25 billion a year — 
enough to circle the Earth 
436 times! 

Styrofoam is an end 
product and therefore cannot

be made into something new 

- it can only be melted down 
and reincarnated into the 
same type of product. Due 
to the dangerous and harmful 
chemicals in Styrofoam and 
its cost, few U.S. companies 
recycle it. Recycling a ton of 
glass on average costs $100, 
but to recycle the enormous 
amount that it takes to create 
a ton of Styrofoam costs 
on average $3,000! One of 
the chemicals in expanded 
foam is Benzene, also 
known as Benzol, which is a 
colorless liquid with a sweet 
odor, evaporates into air 
very quickly and dissolves 
slightly in water. It is found 
in air, soil and water (one 
drop in 40 gallons of water is 
approximately equal to one 
part per million), and comes 
from both industrial and 
natural sources. 

Major sources of benzene 
exposure are tobacco smoke, 
automobile service stations, 
exhaust from motor vehicles, 
and industrial emission; 
however, about half of the 
exposure to benzene in the 
U.S. results from smoking 
tobacco or from exposure 
to it. The average cigarette 
smoker (32 cigarettes per 
day) takes in about ten times 
the average daily intake of 
benzene by nonsmokers. 
Unfortunately, benzene has 
been classified as a known 
cancer causer or carcinogen. 
We are not scolding smokers 
or our tobacco farmers, 
because tobacco farming 
is part of our heritage, but 
this is information that we 
have never encountered and 
felt it was worth noting. 
With so much benzene in 
our environment due in part 
to being a component of 
Styrofoam, our goal should 
be to cut down as much 
as possible on our use of 
Styrofoam products. If you 
are interested in learning 
more about expanded 
foam, the website www. 
sierraclubgreenhome. 
com should satisfy your 
curiosity. Even though 
Styrofoam and bubble wrap 
are not recyclable, we can 
give you information on 
products in our area that can 
be RECYCLED, REUSED 
and REDUCED to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful!

Angela Yelton is an el¬ 
ementary teaeher in the area, 
and for the last several years 
she has organized a eom- 
munity serviee projeet for 
her sehool. Every year she 
eolleets pop tabs and then 
donates the pop tabs to the 
Ronald MeDonald House in 
Cineinnati, Ohio. The Ron¬ 
ald MeDonald House is a 
wonderful organization that 
provides a home away from 
home to families of eritieally 
ill ehildren that are being seen 
in nearby hospitals. At every 
House, families ean enjoy 
home eooked meals, private 
bedrooms, and playrooms 
for ehildren. The house also 
provides speeial suites for 
children with suppressed im¬ 
mune systems, accredited 
education programs, recre¬ 
ational activities, non-clinical 
support services, and sibling 
support services. 

The generosity of vol¬ 
unteers and donors make it 
all possible. In return, fami¬ 
lies either stay at no cost or 
are asked to make a donation 
up to $25 per day, depend¬ 
ing on the house. The RMHC 
Global Policy is that families 
are never turned away; if it’s 
not possible to pay, the fee is 
waived. 

She is aware of many lo¬ 
cal families that have had to 
use the Ronald McDonald 
House in their time of need, 
and have been told that it was 
a very positive experience 
during a very dark time. 

She would like to extend 
this community service proj¬ 
ect to Bracken County. She 
will be collecting pop tabs 
until the end of March. She 
would ask that you drop off 
your pop tabs at the Bracken 
County Public Library dur¬ 
ing their hours of business.

What to Do Before 
an Earthquake 

Earthquakes strike sud¬ 
denly, violently and without 
warning. Identifying poten¬ 
tial hazards ahead of time 
and advance planning can 
reduce the dangers of serious 
injury or loss of life from an 
earthquake. Repairing deep 
plaster cracks in ceilings and 
foundations, anchoring over¬ 
head lighting fixtures to the 
ceiling, and following local 
seismic building standards, 
will help reduce the impact of 
earthquakes. 

Ways to Plan Ahead 
Check for Hazards 
in the Home 

• Fasten shelves securely to 
walls. 

• Place large or heavy ob¬ 
jects on lower shelves. 

• Store breakable items 
such as bottled foods, glass, 
and china in low, closed cabi¬ 
nets with latches. 

• Hang heavy items such 
as pictures and mirrors away 
from beds, couches, and any¬ 
where people sit. 

• Brace overhead light fix¬ 
tures. 

• Repair defective electrical 
wiring and leaky gas connec¬ 
tions. These are potential fire 
risks. 

• Secure a water heater by 
strapping it to the wall studs 
and bolting it to the floor. 

• Repair any deep cracks 
in ceilings or foundations. 
Get expert advice if there are 
signs of structural defects. 

• Store weed killers, pes¬ 
ticides, and flammable 
products securely in closed 
cabinets with latches and on 
bottom shelves. 

Identify Safe Places 
Indoors and Outdoors 

• Under sturdy furniture 
such as a heavy desk or ta¬ 
ble. 

• Against an inside wall. 


• Away from where glass 
could shatter around win¬ 
dows, mirrors, pictures, or 
where heavy bookcases or 
other heavy furniture could 
fall over. 

• In the open, away from 
buildings, trees, and tele¬ 
phone and electrical lines, 
overpasses, or elevated ex¬ 
pressways. 

Educate Yourself and 
Family Members 

Contact your local emer¬ 
gency management office for 
more information on earth¬ 
quakes. Teach children how 
and when to call 911, po¬ 
lice, or fire department and 
which radio station to tune to 
for emergency information. 
Teach all family members 
how and when to turn off gas, 
electricity, and water. 

Have Disaster Supplies 
on Hand 

• Flashlight and extra bat¬ 
teries. 

• Portable battery-operated 
radio and extra batteries. 

• First aid kit and manual. 

• Emergency food and wa¬ 
ter. 

• Non-electric can opener. 

• Essential medicines. 

• Cash and credit cards. 

• Sturdy shoes. 

Develop an Emergency 
Communication Plan 

In case family members 
are separated from one an¬ 
other during an earthquake 
(a real possibility during the 
day when adults are at work 
and children are at school); 
develop a plan for reuniting 
after the disaster. Ask an out- 
of-state relative or friend to 
serve as the “family contact.” 
After a disaster, it’s often 
easier to call long distance. 
Make sure everyone in the 
family knows the name, ad¬ 
dress, and telephone number 
of the contact person.

Deficiency Payments 
Continued for the 
2013 Crop Year 

The marketing assistanee 
loan (MAL) and loan 
defieiency payment (LDP) 
provisions authorized in 
the Food, Conservation and 
Energy Aet of 2008 (the 
2008 Farm Bill) have been 
extended for the 2013 erop 
year with the passage of the 
American Taxpayer Relief 
Aet of 2012. 

MALs and LDPs provide 
finaneing and marketing 
assistanee for wheat, riee, 
feed grains, soybeans and 
other oilseeds, peanuts, pulse 
crops, cotton, honey and wool. 
Assistanee is available to 
eligible produeers beginning 
with harvest or shearing 
season and extending 
through the program year. 
The 2013 mohair erop is not 
eligible for MALs or LDPs 
beeause mohair provisions 
were suspended by the 
Consolidated and Further 
Continuing Appropriations 
Aet of 2012 and the 
Continuing Appropriations 
Resolution, 2013. 

MALs provide produeers 
interim finaneing at or after 
harvest to help them meet eash 
flow needs without having to 
sell their eommodities when 
market prices are typically 
at harvest-time lows. A 
produeer who is eligible to 
obtain a loan, but agrees to 
forgo the loan, may obtain 
an LDP if sueh payments are 
available.

The 
assessment date for real property is January 1 as required 
byKRS 132.220. 

The Property Valuation Administrator (PVA) 
DOES NOT HAVE ANY AUTHORITY IN SETTING 
PROPERTY TAX RATES. With the exception of the state 
rate all property tax rates are set by local citizens that are 
on the governing bodies of local taxing jurisdictions. 

REAL ESTATE: Farms, homes, houses and lots, 
mobile homes, vacant land, and Commercial buildings. 
Anyone who has built a new structure or made an addition, 
deletion, or improvement to an existing structure on their 
property during the preceding year should list that. The 
new structures should be listed at their fair cash value as 
of January 1, 2013, if the structures are not completed, 
please list the amount completed as of January 1, 2013 at 
its fair cash value. 

HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION: Persons who will be 
eligible for the Homestead Exemption for 2013 should 
make application before April 1st if possible. Persons 
eligible for this exemption must be at least 65 years of 
age during the 2013 tax year, or be totally disabled and 
present evidence that they are receiving total disability 
compensation from any type of public or private retirement 
system.

Valentine’s Day customs 
then and now 



Gone are the days where Valentine s Day notes were hand¬ 
written. Today we rely more on mass-produced greeting cards. 


Valentine’s Day is a 
holiday during February that 
commemorates love and ro¬ 
mance and also the patron 
Saint Valentine. The history 
of St. Valentine is shrouded 
somewhat in mystery, and 
there are beliefs that many 
different people went by the 
name St. Valentine. One such 
individual was a holy priest 
who served in Rome, Italy. 
Some historians surmise that 
he was jailed for defiance 
during the reign of Claudius 
II, sentenced to death, and be¬ 
came a religious martyr. Pope 
Gelasius marked February 14 
as a celebration in honor of 
his martyrdom in 496 AD. 
Today, the Catholic church 
recognizes at least three dif¬ 
ferent martyred saints named 
Valentine or Valentins. 

So how did St. Valen¬ 
tine’s Day transform from 
a religious holiday into one 
far more secular? During 
the third century in Rome, 
Claudius II decided that sin¬ 
gle men served better as sol¬ 
diers if they were single and 
had no attachments at home 
in the way of a wife and fam¬ 
ily. Thusly, he outlawed mar¬ 
riage. St. Valentine didn’t 
agree with the views and 
reportedly performed mar¬ 
riages for young lovers in 
secret. It is this which may 
have propelled Valentine’s 
Day to be more about love 
than religious obligation. 

Another legend says that 
Valentine himself authored 
the first Valentine card. It 
has been rumored he fell in 
love with a woman — the 
jailer’s daughter — while in 
prison and sent her a letter. 
He signed it, “from your Val¬ 
entine.” 

No matter the origins of 
the holiday, today St. Val¬ 
entine’s Day has become a 
day where love is celebrated. 
Lovers send each other cards 
and tokens of their affections. 
It is customary to go out for 
dinner and send fiowers. 
Chocolates and roses seem 
to go hand-in-hand with Val¬ 
entine’s Day events. 

Although certain cus¬ 


toms have become com¬ 
monplace, some customs of 
Valentine’s Day have fallen 
by the wayside. One such 
custom is the “drawing of 
names” that took place in the 
18th century. Names of men 
and women (equal numbers 
of each) were placed into 
two different containers. A 
lottery of sorts took place 
where one man’s name was 
drawn and matched with a 
woman’s name. The people 
called were called “Valen¬ 
tines,” and the pairing was 
considered a good omen of 
these couples marrying later 
on. 

Another lost custom 
was of a man wearing a pa¬ 
per heart with the person 
he loved’s name written on 
it. The heart was pinned to 
his sleeve, which gave way 
to the expression, “wearing 
one’s heart on one’s sleeve.” 
A woman could do the same 
type of thing by wearing 
a charm known as a love- 
badge near her heart. 

Where now we send out 
mass-produced Valentine’s 
Day cards, original Valen¬ 
tine’s were handmade and 
personalized letters. Within 
them individuals could write 
their exact sentiments to a 
loved one. 

On February 14th, peo¬ 
ple nipped by the love bug 
partake in many customs to 
show their love. How will 
you show that special some¬ 
one you care this year?
